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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The total enrollment of pupils in the elementary school dur- 
ing the past year was 57. Average daily attendance was 53.4. 
High school tuition was paid for 7 pupils. 

Of the 57 pupils enrolled, 54 were promoted one or more 
grades, 2 were not promoted, and 1 transferred to another school. 

The average cost per elementary school pupil was $153.93. 

The average cost per high school pupil was $125.66. 

The Metropolitan Reading Readiness test is now being given 
to all first grade pupils. This test is designed to measure mental 
growth and development of pupils and is an aid to teachers in 
determining the proper period of formal reading for beginning 
pupils. It is hoped that by the use of these tests a better founda- 
tion in reading can be given to each pupil. Our reading program 
will be a little slower in the first grade but we expect to avoid 
numerous failures in the upper grades and to greatly improve 
the reading of all pupils. 

Achievement tests were given in the spring and the results 
were gratifying. 

Some repairs were made on the school buildings during the 

past year. New septic tanks were installed at the West school 

to replace worn out tanks. The classroom of the City school was 
redecorated with one coat of paint. This was not sufficient to 
cover well and it should receive a second coat this coming sum- 
mer. . 
The playground facilities of our schools are not adequate. 
The West school comes the nearest of any of meeting needs. The 
State Department of Education is recommending at least two 
acres of land with each rural school. This is a matter which 
greatly affects the morale and spirit of the children in school and 
the citizens of Wardsboro should give it serious consideration. 

The eye and ear tests were given to the children again this 
year The school officials can do no more than to point out de- 
ficiencies. Corrective measures must be carried out by the par- 
ents. Good health is an important factor in school success and 
should be carefully watched by the parents. 

We wish to express our appreciation for the fine cooperation 
shown by teachers, parents and citizens during the past year.

In estimating the tax rate to be suggested to the voters for 
the next school year, it has been necessary for your directors to 
take into consideration one of the requirements a town must 
meet to qualify for state aid. We quote from the law as follows: 


Chapter 209. No. 104 (Acts of 1949) 


“Sec. 41. No town shall receive any state aid pursuant 
to section 2 of this act unless such town... shall raise 
and spend in each year for current school expenses, an 
amount which, together with state aid, shall equal at 
least $130.00 for each pupil in average daily attend- 
antety ys 


It is important then, if towns wish to qualify for state aid, 
that sufficient funds be raised to meet the requirements men- 
tioned above. 


The amount of state aid received by your town for the past 
year was $6,415.92. 
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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Wardsboro is one of the 88 Vermont towns provided with 
public health nursing service by the State Department of Health. 

Wardsboro appropriated $75.00 toward the cost of main- 
taining this service. Of total funds appropriated for Health De- 
partment public health nursing service, local towns contribute 
20%, the State of Vermont 41%, Federal grants in aid 39%. 

The public health nursing service has as its primary pur- 
pose the promotion and maintainance of health and the preven- 
tion of illness in the community. In accomplishing this purpose 
many local persons and private and public agencies have been 
most helpful. 

The following statistical report shows the services which I 
gave your town as your public health nurse during the period 
December 1, 1948 through November 30, 1949. 


Type of Service 

To Mothers: 34 visits to expectant and new mothers. 

To Ill Persons: 53 visits giving nursing care to sick per- 
sons at home. 

To Children under School Age: 163 visits to talk with par- 
ents about health needs of their children. 45 children received 
a professional medical examination. 

To School Children: 23 visits to schools. 59 children re- 
ceived professional examinations. 47 visits to homes of school 
children to follow up health recommendations of examining 
physician. Decayed teeth and infected tonsils were the out- 
standing defects. 58 hearing tests were given by means of the 
puretone audiometer. 8 children needed further hearing tests. 
5 children received examination at the diagnostic hearing clinics 
sponsored by the department of education. Where necessary par- 
ents received a report of the ear specialist’s recommendations. 

Prevention of Communicable Disease: 29 children of all 
ages were given toxoid against diphtheria and/or tetanus. 6 chil- 
dren of all ages were vaccinated against smallpox. 

Corrective Work: Follow-up of the medical resoninenaes 
tions and health inspections reveal 1 child had eye trouble cor- 
rected; 2 children had tonsils and adenoids removed and 238 chil- 
dren received some dental care; 1 child had treatment for his 
ears. All 7th and 8th grade pupils and several adults had chest 
X-rays at the clinic conducted by the Vermont Tuberculosis As- 
sociation in Townshend in May.

In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a 
summary of State assistance payments during 1949 to individu- 
als applying from. Wardsboro. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and Fed- 
eral sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which the town _ 
or city participates to the extent of 12% percent and committed. 
children for whom the municipality reimburses the State for one- 
half the cost. The cost of all programs reflects to a large degree 
the economic consequences of the devaluation of the American > 
dollar in terms of purchasing power and its effect on savings and 
investments. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in 
Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately 
fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average payments 
than the National average. Over 95 cents out of each public as- 
sistance dollar is paid to recipients and less than 5 cents is used 
for administration. No other State has a better record.
